„She prattles off, noodling away from behind a 
shiny Deering banjo. It's a line that Maria Cahill 
has explained a thousand times before, but her grin 
at the way people react to it never diminishes. Her 
little tirade of facts continues, ".. апа it takes some- 
one seventeen times of hearing something before 
they recognize and accept it..." With Ten Spiders, it 
only took me once. 

The husband-wife team at the core of the 
band, Maria and Steve Cahill, begged me not to 
divulge the beginnings of this latest incarnation of 
their music...but there's 
no denying their solid Ë 
roots. "We sucked," they 
admitted through a pair of 
knowing smiles. Hard to 
believe, hearing them 
today. Steve began play- 
ing music in a youth folk Й 
club, and has heavily 
influenced by the work of 
those like Phil Lesh, and 
now has an unbreakably 
smooth groove, often 
wandering up the neck of 
his Rickenbacker to add 
to the depth of the music. 
Maria studied banjo tech- 
nique | under Tony 
Trischka, whose students 
include alt-jazz icon Béla Fleck and "New 
American Roots" 5-string guru Tony Furtado. But 
to hear her talk, you'd never know it. An often- 
heard refrain on the bandstand is, "Hey, you think 
you got it bad? I play the banjo!" Self-deprecating 
humor aside, it is hard to convince people that 
banjo players are useful outside West Virginia. 
Especially in non-country crowds. "All I ever 
wanted to do was play festivals. I never cared 
about radio play or a record deal. All this is sec- 
ondary to being able to play live..."

Sun's Glow was released on the Big Prank label in] 
late summer, to coincide with their four-state mini- 
tour of the South (multiple shows in Georgia, 
Florida, and both Carolinas). The CD is more 
wide-open than their previous recording efforts, 
and it smacks of their love of live sound. It was 
recorded in Elkton, MD over the past year and a 
half in a live format, going with the best 'take' and 
only turning to sparse overdubs to enhance here or 
there. It lends the album a 
fresh, sometimes haunting 
sound that is reminiscent of. 
older recording techniques 
and helps give some parts a 
more 'classic' rock sound. 
Their use of guests is also a 
new feat, as the main 
emphasis on ‘Midnight 
| Snack’ was the songwrit- 
ing..now the jams аге 
becoming more comfort- 
able and loose, and Ten 
Spiders сап improvise 
within the song structure 
much more, layering and 
texturing the sound without 
recording tricks or heavy 
production.

It is evident with the professional bands 
out there that, if members work well together it will 
show up in the writing, and stage show. "It's not 
just about performing well together, said drummer 
for Leroy Spoon, Vince White. "As professionals 
you need to practice hard...250% harder." Leroy 
Spoon is comprised of five members that are com- 
pletely different from each other. These differences 
allow each member to bring something to the table. 
Even with their live performances, fans say some- 
times frontman Vex X's behavior on stage is over 
the top with props, he still manages to make every 
Leroy Spoon show one to remember. His dèdica- 
tion to the band and its members is unmatched by 
any single human being. "Vex is the most caring 
person in Philly," said Nick Ретті (lead guitarist, 
Silvertide). "I feel like I have found my brother in 
rock because we share the same goals." The guitar 
player, who is solely referred to as Sam, is known 
as one of little words, but that does not mean he is 
not an active member of the group. Sam seems to 
wander in and out of music through popular bands 
in the past like Judy Ryan Sink Hole, and The 
Broken (Vex X). Sam has this knack for finding the 
right riff in his guitar solos to make anyone pay 
attention. He does not need to make his presence 
known on stage by running around with his guitar 
because, as one fan puts it, his playing is simply 
"hypnotic." He was so good that Sam had played at 
Berkley by the age of 15. "Sam has always been 
this good," informed Vex. "He is one who you will 
never hear say a word but has so much talent that 
he doesn't need to be vocal." Patrick Brennan is the 
gifted bassist. АП the members agree that Brennan 
is the smartest person they know, and has a real ear 
for music. The band knows he is a real genius and 
can pickup on even the most obscure Simpson's 
references. He entered music at a young age, and 
can play everything from the clarinet to the piano 
and bass. He has taught himself to read music, and 
can play just about anything after hearing it. 
Brennan brings his ska, and jazz interest into the 
music of Leroy Spoon is a subtle fashion. He also 
has the most success keeping Vex on.a calmer 
wavelength and Sam motivated. Brennan has also 
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been able to help his buddies in Silvertide by fill- 
ing in on bass on a few occasions. After just two 
practices he already had their set down cold. The 
Drummer is Englishman Vince White. He has been. 
nothing but positive for the band since his arrival. 
White brings to the band not only great drumming, 
but has had about 10 years of professional studio 
experience. He is also the drummer for extremely 
hardcore-esque rock band Moonseed. White also 
has been close with producer David Ivory for many 
years. It was that connection that helped Leroy 
Spoon find this gem. Retro is the final member ої 
Leroy Spoon's lineup. He is the DJ and so much 
more. Retro is also a member of East Coast band 
Moonseed, and best of friends with White. Retro is 
also a professional with experience in not just 
Djing, but mixing, cutting, scratching and produc- 
ing music. Retro has definitely changed the sound 
of the band entirely in the two months that he has 
been a part of the Spoon family. He fills out the 
songs with his talent and ear for the right beat. 
Those who know the old Leroy Spoon all agree that 
Retro has really taken an ayerage rock band to an 
entirely new level. 

Leroy Spoon is now starting:to get their act togeth- 
er. They realize they still have a ways to go but 
know their potential and are getting a taste of what 
to expect when it is their time, thanks to their bud- 
dies in Silvertide. i 

Both bands recently were given the opportunity to 
play CBGBs in New York City, When you are any- 
one this is the place to play. The PA system was 
phenomenal and added to the typical Philadelphia. 
show. The band played their hearts out and with 
intensity.

Album Reviews 


Burlap Palace: 
a Tribute to the Muscle Shoals Sound 
(www.soundgun.com) 









burlap palace 





When you think of soul music, a wealth of 
artists and sounds come to mind. Stevie Wonder, 
Earth Wind and Fire, and Aretha Franklin are 
among the names. But there were several types of 
soul all being produced and recorded at the same 
time. We all know Philly soul, but there was also 
Detroit Motown soul and Muscle Shoals, 
Alabama soul. 1 

FAME studios in Muscle Shoals recorded 
a range of bands and singers over the years, 
including Aretha, Wilson Pickett, Tammy 
Wynette, and later The Rolling Stones. Edan 
Cohen, co-owner апа engineer of 
Soundgunstudios, learned of the sound when he 
picked up The Duane Allman Anthology. 
Expecting to hear Allman-brothers style songs, һе 
instead heard numbers that Allman played on as a. 
session guitarist. He became obsessed with the 
sound, and began collecting music from that era 
and that area. 

Early this year Cohen decided to record a 
tribute to the Muscle Shoals sound using local 
musicians. He wrote Jimmy Johnson, legendary 
producer and rhythm guitarist, about the project 
and Johnson wrote back and offered to assist him.

"Never in my wildest dreams did I imagine that I 
would be flying to Muscle Shoals to mix with 
Jimmy and Steve Melton,” he writes in the liner 
notes. 





Cohen also wanted to use a wide range of 
songs rather than limiting to songs recorded in 
Fame studios in the late sixties. His goal was to 
show how the Muscle Shoals sound has influ- 
enced today's music while at the same time 
adding a contemporary twist. This is most evident 
in the virtually unrecognizable version of the 
Wham! hit, Careless Whisper as performed by the 
R&B vocal trio, Shotgun Squad. 

With Chain, Cohen defied a request from 
Jerry Wexler who asked that no Aretha Franklin. 
songs be included. However, the recording is far 
removed from the original while still maintaining 
a very soulful feel. Three of the songs that are 
more faithful to the traditional Alabama sound are 
Good Things Don't Come Easy by The Boxcars 
featuring Amber deLaurentis, 7I Be Long Gone 
by Brian Seymour, and Hey Jude by Georgie 
Bonds and the Blueskeepers. Hey Jude also fea- 
tures Jimmy Johnson on rhythm guitar. 

The Brian Seymour song is my personal favorite. 

Cohen coerced the gravelly folkster to “lose the 

rasp” and just sing. The result is a believable, 

emotional, smooth version of Bob Scaggs’ classic 
it. 

Also faithful to the FAME studios idea 
was the use of session musicians.
